9«tition  atates  that  faith  has  been  broken 
M}h»tho  Indiana  bj  the  Qofernment,  that 
thautlTi  iriMa  M«  «tti^  iay  in  oooaa- 
qatnee  beooniog  ««•  «nd  tof^  iwetito  in 
their  attiiode  toward  tlM  iiliitae,  and  that 
■erious  diSenltiea  are  antioiptted  the  present 
jear,  frttm  the  deatrooUoo  ef  tb«  Indians' 
potato  emfiii  Hf  the  aattlata'  hoKS,  There  is 
nothing  new  in  all  this  to  the  readers  of  the 
CoMMisT.  We  have  reiterated  the  Mme 
ttiage  orer  and  over  agaiB ;  bat  there  ie  ad- 
ditional weight  giTOQ  to  the  matter  by  the 
anMimoae  vfinioa  of  the  priseipal  partiee 
•oiHMB'ad-.t!i«  bettl«ntfCift«iehaB.  Wl^^ 
we  say  the  aobject  of  tUi  petition  is  a  grave 
one,  and  demands  the  IniaUdlate  attention  of 
thee  OeXwimt,  w  tiiiak  «•  are  by  u» 
means  OTerrating  its  importance.  It  was  just 
by  sub  acts  of  b«d  faith  and  by  saoh  indefi- 
nite ptatpopMmrate  of  th*  settlement  of  the 
Mtiy*  olaiffls,  that  war  nas  brought 
alwut  is  New  Zealand,  and  the  Home 
tiemnaoot  a*  well  m  th*-  people  of  that 
mImv  plBDfwl  into  M  expeodltare  that 
¥>hai«r*at^  ebt^  the  origioaf  d^ind  a 
thousand  timae.  We  want  to  hear  ot  no  more 
lodiao  DaBaaenM.  Bate  lalet  baa  ahawn  ns 
horn  qdeU^  moMy  oaa  b*  abaerbod  and  to 
bb#1!ltle  porpose,  in  aappre<sing  native  boa- 
tilitioa,  be  they  never  ao  insignifioaot.  It  is 
ear  poNay,  therolbra,  an  veil  aa  oar  daty  to 
see  that  the  Indiana  have  no  jast  claims 
against  aa.  Bat  independent  of  the  Indian 
•id*  of  the  qaaotioo,  then  ia  aaother  and 
vitally  important  snbjeot  in  oonneotion  with 
the  matter,  whioh  foroee  itself  on  oar  atten- 
tio»M«e  mean  the  proopority  of  the  agrieal- 
taral  districts.  Above  all  things  that  aie 
lilcely  to  retard  the  growth  of  any  yonng  oal^ 
lying  settienMOt,  ie  the  probability  of  Indian 
diaiarbanoee.  The  fhrmer'a  oconpation  in  a 
new  eonntry  ia  nrroaodod  by  snffioient  na> 
tnral  dilBoalties  trithoat  the  onus  being 
thiown  apos  hip  ol  being  ready  at  ail  lioee 
to  ptoMot  hie  life  and  property  from  Ie* 
dian  aggression.  So  soon  as  any  well 
groaaded  feart  of  the  nativea  art  en- 
toftalned  by  the  aettlen  of  any  ef  oar 
agriclataral  dislrictg,  that  minute  a  blight 
oomea  over  the  aettieaeot ;  for  if  a  man, 
after  fighting  oatare  to  get  hit  erop  ia  the 
ground  has  to  fight  the  Indian  afterwards  to 
letaia  it,  we  think  he  will  look  apon  the  bar- 
gain ae  Mtkil  oa  ot^eodeoable  ooo,  oad  the 
•oterprisa  as  ao  anproStabie  investment. 

The  petition,  therefore,  of  the  settlers  to 
kave  th*  Iddiaa  title  qoiotod  fa  wiiiy  leason- 
able  and  just,  and  we  hope  measaree  will  be 
taken  to  carry  ont  this  potion  of  the  prayer 
at  oooa.  The  snggeatioos  made  by  the 
petiiionera  ia  reCsrenoe  to  obtaiaiag  tin  ae* 
oeeeary  faada  for  aottling  the  ehdaas  eaonot, 
we  think,  be  aerionaly  objected  to.  It  is 
ihowo  that  3,AO0  oorpo  of  .ttM  beat  iaod  oa 
tha  laiaod  are  ia  Oto  ftoode  of  the  lodiaaa, 
who  ooly  manage  to  ooltivate  about  fifty, 
•od  it  ia  alao  declared  that  if  S.OOO  ef  theae 
•eroB  «ere  pat  op  at  aoetioa  ia  f fty  oere 
Iota,  noder  ooodition  of  actual  seltlemeat. 
a  aaffieieot  snm  woaid  be  obtaiaed  to  an. 
■woe  porpoia  fa  eoaneetloa  orlth  the 
goveroment  of  the  Indian  tribes.  So  far  we 
see  no  difficulty  in  the  matter— when,  bow- 
aver,  the  saggeetioa  is  proposed  that  the 
iMtlanoe  of  500  aores  should  be  fenced  in,  and 
given  to  the  natives  of  Cowioban,  we  are 
aoaioely  diapoeodto  agree  with  the  peti- 
tieoera.  If  ore  are  to  have  lloariehing  white 
■ottlaaaata  we  aaet  gat  rid  of  tiM  aotlves  in 
Hi  oieiaity.  We  oaaaot  hava  the  two  raees 
graWtiig  ap  together,  importiog  to  OiMb  ether 
all  their  reopeetlve  vioee,  withoat  retregreaeion 
Any  eeheme,  therefore,  that  would  leave  the 
Indian  popalatioo  ic  its  preaent  pruzimity  to 
the  whites  would  be  ooly  "soolcbiog  the 
snake,  not  killing  it."  The  evil  in  all  its  de- 
formity would  still  neet  oar  eye,  and  al- 
thoagh  the  prioeipal  oaaao  Of  dlataibaaco— ^ 
the  settlement  of  the  Indian  claims— might 
be  removed,  yet  the  presence  of  iotoxioa- 
tin^  drinks  woold  always  make  the  oatives 
neighbors  of  a  disagreeable  character.  Land 
(ut  np  fur  sale  on  the  condition  that  the 
lodiaaa  woali  be  removed  woaid  (attdi  bail 
as  ronoh  again  as  land  pnt  np  aoder  present 
arrangements.  There  are  plenty  of  Islands 
lying  08  the  coast  on  whioh  the  naiivee  might 
be  easily  induced  to  aetdo,  and  00  whioh 
they  oeaid  be  tarued  to  a  great  deal  more 
profitable  aocoaot  to  themaelvea  aod  oa  than 
they  are  at  ptoiiaf. ,  Tbia  part  of  the  qaea.- 
tiofl,  however,  ireooboo^oa  an  ladian  policy 
whioh  wo  are  afraid  b  OOt  likely  to  be 
oarrM  oat  ootil  the  poopb  have  fkiU  eootrol
